It would seem that the merchant paid more 
attention to the physiology of advertising than he did to its phys­ 
iology. 


The real purpose of the whole modern campaign for health 
improvement is not to develop fear of disease, but rather a love 
of health—a sense of responsibility for the care of our bodies, a 
desire for bodily endurance and efficiency and full achievement. 
If the mind is fixed on these ideals, and the already known means 
of approaching them are utilized, heart disease, kidney trouble, 
and the needless miseries that embitter the lives of so many may 
be left to take care of themselves. It is not so much necessary to 
fight disease as to cultivate health, for the happiness, content­ 
ment and moral gain that it brings.
